High court rejects ‘Dreamers’ case 


Immigration program 
must first work its way 
through lower courts.

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court on Monday rejected the 
Trump administration’s highly 
unusual bid to bypass a federals 
appeals court and get the justices 


to intervene in the fate of a pro- 
gram that protects hundreds of 
thousands of young immigrants 
from deportation. 

The announcement means the 
case affecting “Dreamers” will 
have to work its way through the 
lower courts before any Supreme 
Court ruling is possible. The case 
could also become moot if Con- 
gress takes action in the mean- 
time. Right now, however, efforts 
to address the issue in Congress 


have hit a stalemate. 

The Supreme Court’s decision 
for now to stay out of the case on 
the Obama-era Deferred Action 
for Childhood Arrivals program, 
or DACA, wasn’t surprising. It’s 
highly unusual for the Supreme 
Court to hear a case before a lower 
appeals court has considered it. 

But DACA supporters hailed the 
decision as a significant — if only 
temporary — win. Trump said the 
case would now be heard by an 


appeals courtand “we'll see what 
happens from there.” 

“You know, we tried to get it 
moved quickly because we'd like 
to help DACA. I think everybody 
in this room wants to help with 
DACA,” he said to visiting gov- 
ernors. “But the Supreme Court 
justruled that it has to go through 
the normal channels.” 

DACA has provided protection 
from deportation and work per- 
mits for about 800,000 young 
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people who came to the U.S. as 
children and stayed illegally. 

In September, Trump argued 
that President Barack Obama had 
exceeded his executive powers 
when he created the program.

Audit: Fenves 
violated school

UT president, wife flew 
business class instead of 
economy, as required.

University of Texas President 
Gregory L. Fenves and his wife 
flew multiple times at university 
expense in premium class seats 
rather than economy in violation 
of school policy, according to an 
audit report by the UT System. 

AUT spokesman said Fenves 
would reimburse the university 
$27,000, the difference between 
economy and the business class 
seats at issue. 

University travel policy does 
not allow for payment of air- 
fare for first or business class 
when flying on university busi-

ness without an approved excep- 
tion, such as a health issue, lack 
of other seating or reimburse- 
ment by another entity, accord- 
ing to the audit report, a copy of 
which was obtained by the Amer- 
ican-Statesman. 

“The reasons provided in the 
supporting documentation for 
the premium airfares identified 
did not fall under any of these 
allowable exceptions,” said the 
report by J. Michael Peppers, the 
system's chief audit executive,

UT expected to get nod to 
lease land for Dell school

A2016 master plan for the rede- 
velopment of the former Univer- 
sity Medical Center Brackenridge 
hospital site envisioned a pub- 
lic market, open spaces accessi- 
ble to pedestrians and bicyclists, 
and tall buildings full of ameni- 
ties such as a hotel, housing, and 
retail, office and medical space. 


Butit’s now unclear how much, 


if any, of that vision will come to 
life after the Travis County health 
care district, which owns the 14.3- 
acre site at the southwest corner 
of Red River and 15th streets, 
announced last week that it was 
dropping the master developer 
it chose for the project. Board 
members said they wanted to 
speed up the process and make 
money sooner. 

“It’s in Central Health’s best 
interest to keep things as flexible 
as possible,” Steven Lamp, Cen- 
tral Health’s vice president ofreal 


estate and facilities, said Monday. 
“Our primary focus needs to be 
on generating revenue so we can 
provide health care.” 

One piece of the puzzle will 
come into focus Tuesday when 
the University of Texas System 
regents are expected to vote to 
authorize UT-Austin to lease two 
of the site’s six blocks for the 
Dell Medical School and other 
health-related enterprises.
